MESSIAH 

(George Handel - 1685-1759) 

Much has been written about this magnificient oratorio - so much, in fact, 
that any "programme note" here would only be pure reiteration. However, it 
is significant that 228 years after completion of this work, we are still per¬ 
forming, listening to and buying recordings of MESSIAH. Truly this was an 
inspired work and bearing in mind the beloved and majestic Hallelujah Chorus, 
one can readily imagine Handel writing: "I did think I did see all Heaven be¬ 
fore me, and the Great God Himself." 

WILLIAM THORBURN - CONDUCTOR: 

William Thorburn is an exciting conductor, new to many Calgarians though he 
has been living and working here for many years. 

Our Director's musical education began when he was five. His firstassign- 
ment as a conductor came at age sixteen, when he directed a church choir 
and the high school orchestra. He studied conducting under Arthur Benjamin 
of London, England. 

Mr. Thorburn has been a member of the Winnipeg String Quartette,First 
Violinist with the London, Ontario Symphony and has played with the Calgary 
Philharmonic. He possesses a fine baritone voice and was soloist at Central 
United Church for six years. 

Mr. Thorburn is Director of Music at Knox United Church. 

MURIEL LEFURGEY: SOPRANO SOLOIST 

A native Calgarian, Muriel is married, the mother of two girls and a 
boy, as well as being grandmother to a little grandson. She also works full 
time with a well-known Oil Company. 

Her musical training has been in the capable hands of Glyndwr Jones , 
Fred Newman and Lloyd Ericson. 

Out of the hundreds of girls who tried out for the Singing Stars of To¬ 
morrow in Toronto, Muriel , one of the 44 selected by the examiners, was- 
the first to go from the West and was successful in reaching the semi-finals. 

Muriel is a soloist in Central United Church Choir and has appeared as 
guest soprano in such works as the Creation, Elijah, Judas Maccabeus and 
the Messiah. She has also appeared on C.B.C. Radio and recentlywas soloist 
at a workshop concert held by the Calgary Catholic Diocese.
